Important population characteristics of Andhra Pradesh are presented in this 
table from 1961 to 2001. The population of the state has increased from 359.83 
lakhs in 1961 to 762.10 lakhs in 2001. The decadal growth rate is -+-14.59% 
during 2001 census over +24.20% of the previous 1991 census. 

Variation in population of the state from 1901 to 2001 is presented in this 
table. The population has increased from 665,08,008 in 1991 to 76,210,007 in 
2001. The density of population was 242 in 1991 and it has increased to 277 
in 2001. 

District-wise area, population and density of population are presented in this 
table. The geographical area of the state according to 2001 Census is 2.75 lakh 
sq.kms. The density of population is highest in Hyderabad district with 19,149 
persons whereas it is lowest in Adilabad district with 155 persons per sq.km. 
District-wise male and female population of Census, 2001 is presented in this 
table. The male and female population in the state is 3,85,27,413 and 
3,76,82,594 respectively. The sex ratio in the state is 978 Females per 1,000 
males. The Nizambad district has the highest sex ratio of 1,017. 

District-wise classification of census houses by use according to 2001 Census 
in 12 categories are covered in this table. Out of total 2,00,10,344 census 
houses in the state, East Godavari district had the highest number of 13,05,984 
census houses, whereas, Nizamabad district had the lowest of 5,84,414 houses. 
District-wise number of occupied residential houses, number of households 
and number of persons per household as per 2001 Census are shown in this 
table. The average number of persons per household in rural areas is 4 in the 
state and in the urban areas in the state is 5. The total number of households in 
the state are 1,70,04,305 which are more than the occupied residential houses. 
District-wise rural and urban population of 2001 Census along with number of 
towns and % of Urban population to total district are presented in this table. 
The rural population of the state according to Census, 2001 is 55,401,067 and 
urban population is 20,808,940. The percentage of urban population to total 
population in the state is 27.30. The number of towns were 264 in 1991 Census 
and they have decreased to 210 due to declassification of some census towns.

According to 2001 Census, there are 26,614 inhabited villages and 1,510 un¬ 
inhabited villages existed in the state. The district wise inhabited villages in the 
state are classified into 7 categories according to size of population and 
presented in this table. 

The population of towns and cities and their civic status according to Census 
1991 and 2001 along with growth rates are presented in this table. 

The slum population of towns and cities as per 2001 Census is presented in this 
table. For the first time, the Directorate of Census Operations, Andhra Pradesh 
has enumerated the slum population only in the slum areas of cities and towns 
which had a population of 50,000 and above during the Census of 1991. 

District-wise Houseless and institutional population of 1991 Census is shown 
in this table. There are 1,95,074 houseless population and 5,62,504 
institutional population in the state. 

District-wise literate population ofCensus, 2001 is presented in this table. The 
literacy rate in the state is 60.47, whereas male literacy is 70.32 and female 
literacy is 50.43. 

District-wise distribution of population by Main workers, Marginal workers 
and Non-workers is presented in this table. According to 2001 Census, out of 
the total population of 76,210,007 in the state, 29,048,873 (38.1%) are Main 
workers, 5,852,986(7.7%) are Marginal workers and 4,13,16,148(54.2%) are 
Non-workers. 

Table-1.14A District-wise distribution of Main workers by broad industrial categories of 
1991 Census is covered in this table. Out of 2,84,45,482 Main workers in the 
state, 1,95,16,326 (68.61%) are engaged in Agriculture, 5,02,632 (1.77%) in

This table contains particulars of number of disposals and pendencies of 
petitions for the year 2002-03. The original suits pending at the end of the 
year were 2,23,220 in the State after disposal of 1,29,336 suits . The small 
causes suits, appeal suits, civil misc. appeals, execution petitions and 
Insolvency petitions pending at the end of the year were 9,130, 26,651, 
15,790, 74,867 and 13,337 respectively. 

The sanctioned and working strength of Judicial Officers is given in this 
table as on 31“ March 2002 and 2003. 

The table contains data relating to number of registrations effected and 
aggregate value of immovable property transferred in the state during the 
years 1996-97 to 2000-01. Maximum number of compulsory and optional 
registrations (13,42,227) took place during 1998-99 and the total value of 
property transferred was about Rs.96,656.69 crores during the same year. 
In case of registrations effected under movable properties also, maximum 
number of registrations took place during 1998-99 when compared 
between 1996-97 to 2000-01.Even though the number of registrations was 
more during 1998-99, the value of property transferred was more during 
1999-2000 and 2000-01 than in 1998-99. 

These tables contains district-wise information regarding number and 
description of registered documents and value of property transferred 
during 1998-99 to 2000-01. More number of Registration Offices are 
located in Guntur (31) closely followed by East Godavari (30) and 
Krishna(27) districts. About 8.6% and 10.34% of total number of 
registrations effected in the State during 1998-99 and 1999-2000 were in 
Guntur district which stood top and maximum number of 10.47% 
registrations were took place in Ranga Reddy District during 2000-01.

Pradesh for 2002. It gives data relating to strength of Police Force, Incidence of Major 
Cognizable Crimes (I.P.C.) under different heads, Type of Jails, Number of Jails and 
Prisoners, Age-wise classification of Prisoners, Period of Sentence and Type of Offence, 
Particulars of Education, Employment and Marital Status of prisoners and Industrial, 
Agricultural, Dairy and Poultry production in Jails and its value etc., The source for the 
data is the State Crime Records Bureau, Andhra Pradesh. 


Table-24.1 This table gives the information on actual strength of (i) Ordinary (civil) 
(ii) Armed Police (Reserved) (iii) A.P.S.P.Batallions Officers and men. It 
is seen that during 2002, the strength of Civil Police is 42,545 and Armed 
Reserve Police & A.P.S.P. Battalions Men is 26,549 where as in the year 
1998, it is 40,990 and 27,188 respectively. 

Table- 24.2 This table presents the data relating to District-wise data of actual strength 
of Civil and Reserved Police personal as on 31“ December, 2002. Out of 
total strength of Civil Police Men, 42,545 the following districts have 
major strength compared with other Districts. Hyderabad-5,936 (13.95%), 
Chittoor-2,105 (4.95%), East Godavari-2,031 (4.77%), Guntur-2,025 
(4.76%) and Kumool-2,023 (4.75%) and out of total strength of Reserved 
Police-26,549 the following Districts have major strength Hyderabad- 
1,975 (7.44%), Chittoor-915 (3.45%), Warangal-905 '3.41%).

The data given in this table relates to Incidence of Major Cognizable 
Crimes like Murder, Rape, Kidnapping and Abduction, Dowry Deaths, 
Molestation and Sexual Harassment, Dacoity, Robbery, Burglary, Theft, 
Riots, Cheating and other I.P.C. Crimes. During the year, 2002, the trend 
in Murder, Dowry Deaths, Molestation and Sexual Harassment, Dacoity, 
Robbery, Riots and other IPC Crimes are decreased where as Rape, 
Kidnapping and Abduction, Burglary, Theft & Cheating are increased 
when compared with 1998. 

The District-wise data relating to incidence of Major Cognizable Crimes 
(I.P.C.) under different heads are given in this table which showed major 
number of about 14,379 crimes were committed in Hyderabad city 
followed by Ranga Reddy (9,724), Vijayawada City (8,036) and Guntur 
(7,468). 

In this table the information relating to Type of Jails, Number of Jails, 
Capacity of Jails and number of Convicts male and female for the year 
2002 is given. There are 139 Jails in the State and their total capacity is 
11,436 but 13,423 prisoners were kept in these jails. Out of the total 
number of prisoners 5.27% were female prisoners and 94.73% were male 
prisoners. 

The data relating to Age-wise sex-wise classification of prisoners, period 
of sentence of convicts and remand period of under trials is given in this 
table. 

This table shows the sex-wise particulars of Education, Employment and 
Marital status of the prisoners as on 31st December, 2002. As against 
12,715 male prisoners, 3,347 were employed, 9,368 were unemployed. Of 
whom 9,771 were married persons. The Educational Status reveals that 
out of total 13,423 prisoners 40.25% were illiterates. 

In this table the data relating to Industrial, Agriculture, Dairy and Poultry 
Production in Jails under various types of works and their value is given 
for the year, 2002. The total Value of Production in jails is Rs.1.23 Crores. 
During the year, 2002, the major production undertaken in jails is Steel 
Works, Weaving, Dairy and Poultry, Phenyl Making and Agriculture.

The arrivals and value of agricultural commodities in regulated markets 
during the year 2002-03 in A.P. shows that the total value of arrivals in 
the state is Rs. 14,963.22 crores. 

The number of representatives in the Parliament from Andhra Pradesh and 
number of members of Andhra Pradesh Legislative Assembly as on 
8.9.2003 shows that the number of representatives to the Lok Sabha and 
Rajya Sabha are 42 and 18 respectively.

The economic classification of population of 1991 Census is repeated in 
this table since the 2001 Census data is not available. 

Land utilisation during 1999-2000 along with gross and net areas irrigated 
is presented in this table. The gross irrigated area of Uttar Pradesh was the 
highest with 5 76.77 lakh hectares, whereas, Mizoram was the lowest with 
0.11 lakh hectares.

The average consumption of chemical fertilizers 
during 2000-2001 was highest with 161.8 kgs. per hectare in Punjab, 
whereas in Nagaland there was the lowest with 1.4 kgs. per hectare in 
terms of plant nutrients. Similarly in 2001-02 the average consumption 
was highest with 173-4 kgs. per hectare in Punjab, where as the lowest 
consumption of 2.1 kgs. per hectare is noticed in Nagaland. The actual 
consumption of fertilizers is found highest in Uttar Pradesh (i.e.) 30.68 
lakh tonnes and 34.71 lakh tonnes during 2000-2001 and 2001-02 
respectively followed by 21.75 lakh tonnes and 19.55 lakh tonnes in 
Andhra Pradesh during the same period.
